‘Then: the Enemy di- 
vided themfelves into 2 Bodies, which at the fame 
time attack’d Salvaterra and Valencia d’. Alcantara, 
which were but weakly Garrifon’d. Don Antonio 
Lopez Gallardo, Governour of Salvaterra, furrendred 
againft the Confent of his Garrifon, compos'd partly 
of the Regiment of Madrid, which were made Pri- 
foners of War, bur not one Soldier or Officer would 
take Service under the Encmy. "Tis fufpected the 
Governour was corrupted, and one of his Sons who 
is inthe Army commanded by the Marhal de Theffe 
is fiez’d. Valencia d’ Alcantara was better defend- 
ed ; the Governour Don Alonfo de Madariaga ftood 
5 Affaui:s, in which we are.affug¢dthe Enemy loft a 
great mary Men fiom ‘the 3d to the 9th of this 
Month. “[hat day the Place was forc’d, yet after 
the Enemy were entred the Governour defended 
himfelf 5 Hours, intrenching himfelf from Street to 
Street; at length being wounded, he was oblig’d to 
yield himfelf Prifoner of War, with 100 Men that he 
had left. The Enemy having difarm’d and ftrip’d 
them, ‘fent them away to the next Town under a 
Guard of 30 Horfe.. The Caftilians in the Candi- 
tion they were in, had the Refolution and Conduct 
to difatm their Guard ; and afte gone to joyn the 
Marquis de Bay who is march’d with 2000 Horfe 
towards Aronchez, about which Place he has plun- 
der’d and burnt feveral Towns and Villages, and 
taken a great Convoy that was going to’ the Camp 
of the Enemy near Valencia. The Cruelty, with 
which rhe Caftilians were treared atthe taking of this 
Place, by rhe Portuguefe elevated with ‘this firft Suc- 
cefs; and the Sacrileges and Indecencies the, Prote- 
ftant Auxiliaries committed in’ the Churches, bave fo 
enrag’d the Caftilians, that they have knock’d on the 
Head all thofe they found’ in feveral Places that were 
pillag’d or burnt. The, Jaft Advices left the Enemy 
encamp’d between “Pennamacor and Salvaterra, 
where they fuffer’d want of Provifions by reafon of 
the Barrennefs of that Part of the Country ; and be- 
caufe the Spanifh Parties have in feveral Incurfions 
cartied off a-great deal of Corn and fome Cattle.
